W HEN Muley Muftapha fwayed the 


pire,lived Ali and Oraiinin, fons of two molt eminent 
pire,

Lords inthe court of Amurath his father ; 
bora on the fame day ; had been companions from infan- 
cy 3 contemplated together the flupendous beauties of 
Nature ;fcrutinized the complicated tabyrinths of Know- 
ledge; cultivated the heroic difeipline of War ; and 
courted the irrefiftible Graces calculated to meliorate the 
ruggednels of the foldicr, and familiarize the pedantic 
fifinefs ef the fcholar ; polifh the invaluable precepts of 
Wifdom, and make even Virtue’s felf more divine, It 
was determined at their births, by the Gen of Excel- 
lence, that Ali fhould furpafs Orafmin in beauty of per- 
fon, ftrength of body, and vigor of mind ; and though the 
latter apparently poffeffed all the candour and generofity 
of the former. he was in reality fubtle and feifith ; jealous 
of merit, and impatient of {uperiority ; yet the fecred Zone 
of friendfhip was mutually exchan ged bet ween them, and 
they were the fole confidents of each other.
